N his indorsement upon General Miles' letter on 


the Philippines, the secretary of war wrote on 


March 6th 1902 this remarkable sentence: 


"Much more rapid progress has been made to- 


ward the complete acceptance of American sover- 
eignty, the restoration, of peace aud the establish- 
ment of civil government than we had any right to 
expect when the treaty of Paris was ratified." 


How different. 
Official. Washington, "before 


and after." 
If it had been generally foreseen that 


we would diive the Filipinos out of their own capi- 
tal, which they helped us to conquer; that we would 
claim to rule them outside the constitution; that one 
American pro-consul would dare after President 
McKinley's proclamation; that we should put vil- 
lages to fire and sword, lay waste whole provinces 
and round up the starving "reconcentrados" under 
guard: that after three years of warfare without 
quarter, at a cost of $500,000,000, and more than 
40,000 soldiers would be required to guard our scat- 
tered posts, would the senate ever have ratified the 
treaty of Paris, which only passed that body as it 
was, with one vote to spare ? 


If what Mr. Root now says is true, official Wash- 


ington took might good rare not to inform the 
country three years ago what it had a "right to ex- 
pect."

BADLY DIVIDED. 


A 


l/THOUCtH the debate upon the Cuban reci- 


prosity bill in the house was unattended by the 


bitterness that was anticipated, the test vote unon 
the motion to go into committee of the whole indi- 
cated that both majority and minority were badly 
and perhaps hopelessly divided upon the detiils, if 
not upon the main issue. 
On this vote 113 Repub- 


licans and 63 Dsmocrats voted for the motion and 
41 Democrats and 39 Republicans against it. 


Mr. Payue, the Republican leader opened the 


debate for the bill iu a strong speech, which com- 
manded close attention from both sides of the 
house. There were only two other speakers. 
Mr. 


N'ewlands, of Nevada, took the position that the 
concession should not be made to Cuba unless she 
were invited at the same time to become a part of 
the United States. 
Mr. McClellan, (D.) of New 


York, who was the last speaker, favored a 50 per 
cent reduction for the benefit of Cuba, but gave no- 
tice that if the rate of reduction was not increased 
he would vote for the bill. 
He contended that rec- 


iprocity was in line with nine-honored doctrines 
and that Republicans might fear it, Democrats 
should not. 


SOME REMARKABLE PROPHESIES.

liNDKU, PHILLIPS prophesied Marconi. On 
July 28th, 1865 in Uusic Hall, Boston, he 


•-aid: "I expect, if I live forty years, to see a tele- 
graph that will send messages without wire both 
ways at the .->aaie time." 


Marconi's performances de not quite realixe that 


prediction, !>-it thc> approach it and the forty years 
would not be up till July 28th, 1905. 
History re- 


cords not a few of such clairvoyant utterances. 
In 


i7Svj Erasmus Darwis wrote a poem in which these 
two lines are found: 


Soon -shall thine arm unconquered steam afar 
Drive the slow barge and drag the rppid car. 


This wa< eleven years before the first steam tug 


appeared on tiie Forth and Clyde Canal, and nearly 
a quarter of a century before the first locomotive 
was seen on rails. 
In one of MarTows plays, "I'am- 


bulinc the Great," the Sue^ Canal was anticipated 
and described nearly three centuries in advance of 
its construction.
